CHICAGO, May 8.—Mysterious 
Violence last night overtook Miss 
Gladys Roberts, recent operative 
of the Jones Detective Agency, 
who recently testified against Wil- 
liam Darling Shepherd. Today, 
with her face badly battered, she 
was demanding redress from the 
States attorney, the police and 
Chief Justice Harry Olson of the 
Municipal Court. 

Last night as she was walking 
from a moving-picture theater two 
men leaped out of an alley and 
seizeq her. One of them struck 
her in the face. Another attempted 
to catch her by the throat. He 
tore her dress. 

‘Dazed by the attack she turned 
to run and received another blow 
in the face. Screaming. she fled and 


the men followed her a short dis: 


tance. She called the police imme- 
diately but no trace of her assail- 
ants could be found. 

Miss Roberts appeared last week 
before the Coroner's jury that re- 
turned a verdict holding Mr. and 
Mrs. Shepherd for complicity in 
the deaths of William Nelson Me- 
Clintock and his mother, Mra. Em- 
ma Nelson McClintock. She told 
of a meeting ‘between Shepherd 
and John E. Jones, head of the 
Jones Detective Agency, at which 
Shepherd was counseled “to stick 
to one story.”

Rock Island Head Says Deal 
May be Made Soon 


Retirement of Kruttschnitt to 
Remove Opposition 


1 of Uniting Two 
Systems Pointed Out 


CHICAGO, May 7. — The long- 
discussed merger of the Southern 
Pacific Railway system with the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Railroad may reach the tangible 


stage after June 1.when Julius 
Kruttschnitt, chairman of: the 
board of directors of the Southern 
Pacific, retires under the com- 
pany'’s pension plan. ? 

So spoke J. Gorman, presi- 
dent of the Rock Island. at the 
annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of his company today. By his 
remark, Mr. Gorman indicated 
that the proposed consolidation 
had some time ago reached a 
stopping point as a result of opin- 
fons held by Mr. Kruttschnitt. The 
proposed merger has long n fa- 
vored by advocates of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission's gen- 
eral program for railroad consoli- 
dations. 

“I have tried for some time to 
effect a stronger operating ar- 
rangement with the Southern Pa- 
cific and I have hopes that after 
June 1, when the jurisdiction of 
such matters on that line is 
changed, it may be done,” Presi- 
dent Gorman said. “Should the 
merger come, the Rock Island 
would be a great beneficiary.” 

Mr. Gorman stated that the Rock 
island at this time is turning over 
all its Pacific Coast business to the 
Southern Pacific because of the 
logical increase in hau * He 
added that in réturn the uthern 
Pacific gives to the Rock Island 
only perishable freight which re- 
quires fast service. He said that 
the Southern Pacific gives his rail- 
road little of thé heavier freight 
because it can get a longer haul 
through other connections. 

“I have tried to convince the 
Southern Pacific that by giving 
faster delivery over our lines and 
thereby according better service to 
their customers they would profit 
in the long run, but they have been 
Slow to this viewpoint,” he 
declared. ere. has been much 
talk of coals @ consolidation and 
[the managements of both systems 
have contended for some time that 
it would be logical.”

to characterize the hopeless mourner in a 
more telling phrase. To be sure, there is 


nothing of divine consolation in the deter- 
mination to escape being thus victimized—- 
nothing but a forced and seemingly heart- 
less human sentiment—an outburst of de 
fiance to Death, who would rob one of one’s 
inalienable right to the enjoyment of life. 

Assuredly the mourner who will not be 
comforted and who for year after year 
nurses his grief as a sort of duty to the 
dead becomes the fool of loss and remains 
so. He heeds not the friend who asks, 
“Why weep? Grief gets you nothing. You 
have lost a dear one and now you, too, are 
in a way to become lost, for you are deny- 
ing Nature the chance to restore you to 
your normal self and to give you such hap- 
piness as is your just due.” | 

We well may ask what purpose is served 
by long-continued sorrow? Certainly not a 
biological one, for. it is anything but con- 
ducive to bodily well-being and race ad- 
vancement. <A nation of mourners would 
be at a standstill. Self-immolation is not 
salutary. To give way to grief and to keep 
on doing so is suicidal, for deep distress 
has caused what we call heartbreak. 

Work is a wonderful specific for sorrow. 
A man absorbed in a wholesome task has 
put on a strong armor against grief. True, 
at night it will attack him again. The re- 
lief enjoyed during the busy day often will 
not tide him over until morning. 

Looking for compensation for each dark 
phase of human life, Emerson found the 
compensation for privation by death to lie 
in the reception and exertion of new and 
wider influences. “The one we loved and 
lost a while” may assume the aspect of a 
guide or genius. Our angels go out that

In 
it was the card of one of the sales- 
men, J. E. Sraith, such as the 
clerks hand out to their custom- 
ers. The writer demanded that 
Mr. Nagel give the $15,000 in a 
package to Mr. Smith, whom the 
writer said he could recognize, and 
instruct him to go onto the street 
and hand the package over to the 
first man who accosted him with 
the password, Summers.“ No 
time or place was given for this 
mysterious appointment. 2 
Smith, shadowed by detectives, 
went into the street, but nobody ac- 
costed him. 4 
A few days later Mr. Nagel got 
still another letter, this time de- 
manding only 37000. No more 
suits were damaged, and nothing 
has been heard of th matter 
since.

While not 
launching a public drive, they are 
making an appeal to all Oo are 
interested in the relief of sick 
and the suffering. The building 


to contribute and donations m 
be sent to the Sisters of Charity 
at Sunset Boulevard. 

St. neent’s is the pioneer hos- 
pital of Los Angeles, having been 
instituted with but twenty-five 
when the administrative 
force was a Mayor, one Council- 
man and a constable.

The d hospital was built 
in 1884 on the present site and 
fifty beds were provided. In 1900 
the present mission-style annex was 
constructed doubling the capacity 
to 100 beds.

APRIL DECLINE 


Crime Commission Makes 
Monthly Survey 


Show Increase 


Over Half of Cases for 
Month Dismissed 


The monthly survey of the crim- 
inal department of the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles county, just 
completed by the Crime Commis- 
sion, shows a total of twenty-six 
cases presented to juries during 
the month of April, 1925. Of these 
cases thirteen resulted in convic- 
tions, eight resulted in acquittals 
and in five cases the jury failed to 
agree 


During the same month there 
were twenty-eight cases dismissed 
in the Superior Court, of which 
number twenty-six were dismissed 
on motion of the District Attor- 
ney, two on motion of the defend-

agreements, 9.3; dismissals, 51.5. 

In the month of March there 
were had twenty-eight convictions, 
seven acquittals, three disagree- 
ments and twenty-nine dismissals, 
or: 41.8 per cent;

4.5: dismissals, 43.3.

MANY SENTENCED 

The records of the criminal de- 
partments of the Superior Court 
showed that 184 defendants ap- 
peared for sentence during April, 
‘of which number 111 were sen- 
tenced to prison. nineteen to the 
Preston School of Industry, eleven 
received prison sentences which 
were suspended, three were fined 


and forty were granted probation. 

The percentage of probations 
granted last month was almost 
identical with the percentage 
granted for the month of March. 
Forty defendants, or 40.4 per cent. 
were granted probation in the 
month of April, as compared with 
forty-eight defendants, or 40.3 per 
cent, for the month of March. Of 
these forty who were granted pro- 
bation in April, twenty-three were 
granted probation on the recom- 
mendation of the probation offi- 
cer, nine were given probation 
against the recommendation of the 
probation afficer and eight were 
granted probation without a rec- 
ommendation from the probation 
officer. 

Fifty-nine defendants, or 69.6 
per cent, were denied probation in 
April, as compared with seventy- 
one, or 69.7 per cent, for the 
month of March. Of the number 
denied probation*in the month of 
April, thirty-eight were denied pro- 
bation in accordance with the rec- 
ommendation of the probation offi- 
cer, twelve were denied probation 
against the recommendation of the 
probation officer and nine were de- 
nied probation without a recom- 
mendation from the probation offi- 
cer. 

PROBATIONS INCREASE 

Six defendants were denied the 
privilege of applying for probation. 
Two applicaiions for probation 
were withdrawn. 

‘The criminal records show a 
slight increase in the month of 
April over the month of March in| 
the percentage of probations

Believing that a conflict exists 
between the State Railroad Com- 
mission's temporary order of a 
year ago, permitting the Santa Fe 
Raliroad to cross Anaheim Road at 
grade on its way to a connection 
with Los Angeles Harbor water- 
front terminals, and the contract 
entered into last week between 
the Santa Fe and the Los Angeles 
City Council, for effectuating the 
connection sought, the Greater 
Harbor Committee of Two Hun- 
dred filed a motion here yester- 
day with the Railroad Commis- 
sion, asking the commission to re- 
voke its order. 
| The committee believes that the 
centract entered into runs counter 
to the spirit and purpose of the 
commission's order. By the same 
token, if the order is revoked, 
such action will be tantamount to 
nullifying the contract. 

After months of consultation be- 
tween engineers of the commit- 
tee and of the railways, a plan 
was drawn providing for access 
to the harbor on equal terms by 
all the railways, via a structure 
to be known as the Dominguez 
Viaduct, 1500 feet long and 80 
feet wide, providimg for vehicu- 
lar highway traffic at grade and for 
rail traffic under Anaheim Road. 
A contract to construct and util- 
ize this viaduct was entered into 
between the cities of Los Angeles 
and Long Beach, the county of Los 
Angeles, the Los Angeles Board of

PERMISSION GIVEN 
Meanwhile, 
an unfulfilled contract between the 
Santa Fe and the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners, by which the 
board as owners of the Municipal 
Belt Railroad, bound themselves 
to build an extension of the belt 
line, crossing Anaheim Road to a 
connection with the Santa Fe. The 
contract Was perpetual, but was 
conditioned by a clause requiring 
the assent of the City Board of 
Public Works, of course, by per- 
mission from the State Railroad 
Commission. 
The commission, having reviewed 
and approved the plans for the 
Dominguez Viaduct, which obvi- 


tentative permission. It permit- 
ted a crossing at grade to be 
built, but required that it be torn 
up not later than two years from 
the date of the order. After that 
date, the Santa Fe was to join 
in the Dominguez plan. 

Early this year, the Santa Fe be- 
gan belaboring the city govern- 
ment for its failure to perform its 
written obligations and last week 
a contract between the City Gouncil 
and the Santa Fe was signed, un- 
der which the Council agrees to 
carry out the earlier contract of 
August, 1923, between the Santa 
Fe and the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners. 


FEAR PERMANENT ORDER 

The contract between the Santa 
Fe and the Harbor Board is per- 
petual and, in reaffirming it, the 
Council, according to the greater 
harbor committee, is virtually giv- 
ing notice that it intends to es- 
tablish a permanent grade cross- 
ing of Anaheim Road, a plan which 
the State Railroad Commission in 
its temporary order characterized 
as “highly undesirable. The Pacific 
Electric and the Santa Fe would 
cross each other's tracks and 
Anaheim Road, a densely traveled 
thoroughfare, at d@ferent angles 
but at the same spot. 

If the work was started on the 
proposed crossing tomorrow, the 
committee asserts, it will take 
ninety days to build it, leaving 
only ten months in which it could 
be used before it must be torn 
up. What the committee really 
fears, though, is that once the rails 
were down, they will stay forever. 
and the whole Dominguez Viaduct 
plan fall through. Therefore it 
is taking ntage of a clause in 
the order by which it is declared 
that the “commission reserves the 
right to . . . revoke its permis- 
sion, if in its judgment, the public 
convenience and necessity demand 
such ‘action.”

Effectiveness of Platform 
on Straight Intersection to 
be Watched

Two newly completed “safety 
islands” or cement platforms de- 
signed to protect passengers get- 
ting on and off street cars on Sun- 
set Boulevard at Echo Park ave- 
nue are creating a great del of 
interest among delegates to the 
second Pacific Coast safety con- 


ference being held this week at 
the Alexandria Hotel. 
Atfention is being shown the new 


experiment, which is the first of its 
kind to be built at any etraight 
intersection in the city, to deter- 
mine its efficacy in preventing ac- 
cidents. The upraised platforms, 
about four feet in width, permit 
motorists to drive past standing 
street cars when no one is attempt- 
ing to cross from the curb to the 
platform. The former safety zones 
at this corner which were blocked 
off by steel buttons did not en- 
tirely prevent autoiets from driving 
through the zones. The new 
islands with red warning signals 
at the ends where motorists ap- 
proach afford better protection to 
persons waiting for cars, in the 
opinion of safety executives of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

If the new elongated safety plat- 
forms at each car stop at the 
straight intersection at Sunset and 
Echo Park avenue prove to be 
most practical, it is expected that 
the plan will be adopted for other 
important car stops.
